feated 24-12, two votes short of 
the necessary two thirds, last 
May 18, the same day the Sen- 
ate approved a state income tax, 
which, greatly modified, n o w 
awaits Gov. George Rortmey's 
signature. 


If the resolution, 
sponsored 


by Sen. Milton Zaagman, R • 
Grand Rapids, is approved by 
the House it will be placed on 
the November, 1968, ballot for 
approval by the slate's voters.

If Ihe people approved, the 


personal i n c o m e tax which 
stands at 2.6 per cent under the 
new income tax bill could he 
raised to 5 per cent and no 
higher. 


"We have the governor's bless- 


ing on the 5 per cent limitation," 
Zaagman said. 


He said he had showed the 


resolution to Romney and added 
that the governor said he felt 
there was a precedent for such 
a limitation in view of ceilings 
on the sales lax and local in- 
come taxes. 


However, Zaagman said he 


believed passage in the House 
would be a "touch and go" situ- 
ation. 


House Democrats, who have 


to provide at least 18 voles to 
pass the resolution, were ex- 
pected to oppose it, as did sev- 
eral Senate Democrats. 


House Democratic leader Wil- 


liam Ryan, D-Detroit, advocates 
a graduated state income lax 
and feels a 5 per cent limit 
would not permit enough gradu- 
ation. 


A resolulion to allow a gradu- 


ated income tax, now forbidden 
by the constitution, has been ap- 
proved by both houses and will 
appear on the 1968 ballot. 


The House has not voted this 


year on Zaagman's resolution. 
However, in April, the chamber 
defeated 59-47 another measure 
containing both the 5 per cent 
limit and a provision legalizing 
graduated income levies.

Escalating Deficit 


Under the new economics advanced by John Maynard 


Keynos, large government deficits arc supportable when the 
economy slows down. In the fiscal year which ended June SO, 
the conditions of the Keynes theory were, fully met. 


The economy is sluggish, and the government piled up 


\vhat appears to be the second largest deficit since World 
War II. Although final figures will not be available for three 
weeks, 
the 1966-67 
deficit 
is 
estimated 
around 
$11 


billion. This was exceeded in 195!> when the red ink in the 
budget showed ?12.4 billion. 


When President Johnson offered his budget; for 19(56-67, 


he predicted a deficit of $1.8 liillion. Realists scoffed at this 
figure. Instead of (lie original estimate of $10.5 billion to 
carry on the Vietnam war, the cost doubled. 


The consequence of heavy spending for Great Society 


projects and the war has been raising the limit on the 
national debt to ?358 billion and further erosion of the dol- 
lar's purchasing power. 


The outlook for the current fiscal year's budget is even 


gloomier. Treasury Secretary Fowler has estimated spend- 
ing at ?136.5 billion and tax receipts oC $122.0 billion, with 
a resulting deficit of $13.(> billion. Tint this deficit figure 
may go closer to the $20 billion or more economists predict. 


Despite huge deficits, spending for non-defense purposes 


has nevertheless increased. In the last fiscal year this 
amounted to ?'19.8 billion and for 1967-68 spending for 
civilian projects has been raised i?3.7 billion instead of 
reduced. 


The Administration has made only a token gesture toward 


lower spending. The responsibility for slashing non-military 
Hems, therefore, falls upon a reluctant. Congress. 


Latins Hopeful 


If the highly industrialized nations of Western Europe 


thought they had trouble building a common economic 
organization, the poorer and more numerous countries of 
Latin America face a tremendous task, but they are moving 
in (hat direction. 


At (he close of the annual meeting of the Inter-American 


states signed an "action plan of Vina del Mar," a plan 
designed to bring about eventual economic inlergation of the 
region. 


In the coming year specific assignments of work relating 


to the overall goal will be given the myriad trade groups and 
continental associations which will form the nucleus of the 
new organization. 


One major change already has taken place in the Latin 


drive for economic integration. The United Stales which has 
been the sparkplug of the movement, will be phased out as 
times goes on. At the first of a series of meetings, scheduled 
for 
three months from now, the United Stales will be 


reduced to the status of an observer. 


At this first workshop meeting, the all important problem 


of financial integration and what compensation to pay 
countries which may be hurl financially will be tackled. The 
Committee for the Alliance for Progress and the Inter- 
American Development Hank will work with other groups 
before the end of the year to develop priorities for financing 
multinational projects in Central America. 


Dairy Imports 


The Administration, which infuriated many American 


farmers last year by appearing to blame them for higher 
consumer food prices, has now moved to make some amends 
to the nation's dairymen, who have long been the most 
aggrieved group among the husbandmen. 


President Johnson has ordered a sharp slash in dariy 


imports to'a limit of 1.11 billion pounds of milk equivalent a 
year, an order which will in his words reduce the imports "to 
the normal level which prevailed before 10GG." 


In the past, the government has sought to limit dairy 


imports through u quota system for specific products. 
Foreign producers have been so successful in getting around 
those quotas through alterations, dilutions and color changes 
on cheese and other butterfat products that dairy imports 
rose from 900 million pounds in 19G5 to a booming 2.7 billion 
pounds last year. 


Meanwhile, U.S. dairymen have been caught in a cost- 


price squee/e that has resulted in sporadic milk strikes and 
mounting proKSure on the administration to provide some 
relief. Obviously the sharp practices of the foreign producers 
were benefiting no one except themselves. 


Some action to arrest an economic erosion that lias 


already driven many dairymen off the land was long 
overdue,

Patients 
with ulcers are often awakened 
during the night with abdominal 
pains from which they get relief 
with a light snack.

snack before going to sleep. 
They did this for one week and 
were studied for the effect on 
their sleep. 


The next week the bedtime 


snack was eliminated. The con- 
clusion of the research scien- 
tists was that there was no 
difference in the character or 
the depth of the sleep whether 
tliey ate or did not eat 
at 


bedtime. 


The choice still remains with 


the individual. 1 should venture, 
as a doctor, that it would not be 
wise to overload the 
stomach 


with food that is difficult to 
digest before going to bed.

They occur in other parts of the 
body besides the wrist where 
they are seen most frequently. 


As I said before, they are not 


dangerous. They do not ever 
become cancerous. Only 'rarely, 
do they become infected. They 
can be removed simply under 
local anesthesia and spare the 
patient doubt or concern.

I think that bidding three 
notrump without a spade stop- 
per is surely put of the ques- 
tion, and in Ibis situation a bid 
of three spades (after a jump) 
is not regular fourth-suit-forcing 
and must show a spade control. 
I could see no way out, so I just 
bid four hearts and hoped for 
the best.

was ice 


cold, and that my brilliant (!) 
bidding had succeeded in get- 
ting the wrong contract. 


"On the lead of a small spade 


I went up with the ace and 
played the A-K of clubs followed 
by the jack — unfortunately 
ruffed by West with the six. 


"I overruffed in dummy, led 


a small diamond to the ace, and 
then played the ten of clubs, 
dummy 
discarding 
a 
spade. 


Then I led still another club, 
discarding dummy's last spade, 
and East now ruffs and returns 
a low trump. 


"By this time the position is 


clear. I put in the heart nine, 
which fetches the ace, and I am 
lucky to bring home ten trick) 
for my contract."

line, Calvin was converted to 
the Reformation and began to 
preach its doctrines. Because of 
the radical Protestant beliefs he 
expressed in a speech at the 
Inaugural ceremony of the Uni- 


versity of Paris, Calvin was 
forced to flee. 


He went to Basel, Switzer- 


land, in 1533, where he publish- 
ed his major work, "Institutes 
of the Christian Religion," con- 
taining 
the 
essence 
of 
his 


leaching. In 3536 he settled in 
Geneva 
w h e r e , 
with 
the 


proclamation of the "Confession 
of Faith" in the cathedral, he 
acquired a following and soon 
became religious arbiter of the 
city. 


The strictness of his discipline 


made him unpopular and he 
was banished, for a lime, in 
1538. Returning in 1541, Calvin 
established 
a 
Protestant the- 


ocracy in Geneva, from which 
his teachings spread throughout 
Europe. 


None 
can 
dispute Calvin's 


intellectual greatness, nor the 
powerful services he rendered 
to the Protestant cause. He 
systematized 
its doctrine and 


o r g anized 
its 
ecclesiastical 


discipline. During his lifetime 
his teachings were adopted by 
the French Huguenots, by the 
Scots through John Knox, ant! 
by the founders of the Dutch 
and German Reformed church- 
es.
